The Spirit of Liberty 


Two distinguished American jur- 
ists have recently said some things 
worth thinking about on Memorial 
Day. Judge Learned Hand, who has 
geen called the ‘most lucid and pro- 

‘ound of living American jurists,” 
said this about liberty: 

“The spirit of liberty is the spirit 
which is not too sure it is right; 
the spirit of liberty is the spirit 
which seeks to understand the 
minds of other men and women; 
the spirit of liberty is the spirit 
which weighs their interests along- 
side its own without bias; the spirit 
of liberty remembers that not even 
& sparrow falls to earth unheeded.” 

That isn’t the spirit of liberty, we 
must confess, as some of our “little 
boy” patriots conceive it. They con- 
ceive it, if they are in college, as 
the right to make vulgar nuisances 
of them by making “raids” on girls’ 
dormitories for unseemly purposes; 
when they are a little older chrono- 
logically, they conceive the spirit 
of liberty as the right to shut with 
violence the mouths of those who 
disagree with them.

Exporting Liberty 

Another eminent American jurist 
who has recently said something 
worth thinking. over .on Memoria! 
Ijay is Supreme Court Justice Wil- 
‘dary O. Douglas. Speaking before 
a trade union gathering in Atlantic 
City, Justice Douglas said that 
speedy industrialization of Asia 
might do more harm to the people 
there than good, 

Justice Douglas declared that in- 
dustrialization of “Asia” cannot be 
done quickly. It cannot be done in 
the typical American pat way of 
doing things. It must be slow. One 
of the things that must be imported 
along with capital is the kind of 
skills that you people have in the 
organization of unions for the pro- 
tection of the rights of labor.” 

Justice Douglas urged this coun- 
try to be the maker, not the stop- 
per, of revolutions against feudal- 
ism in Asia. In this connection he 
said: 

“If you do not believe in free 
speech, if you are afraid of new 
ideas, of course you will be panicky 
and alarmed at people like Premier 
Nehru of India, who believes in ex- 
perimentation, If you are afraid to 
stand up at home and fight for 
your civil rights you will be afraid 
to stand up abroad in Asia and the 
Middle East and speak for the peo- 
ple who are oppressed.”

AFL Voters Mobilize for Tuesday’s Election 
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T-H Amendm't 
Lauded by Fed 


State Federation News Service 

The long, persistent campaign of 
the AFL Building Trades Depart- 
ment to correct inequities imposed 
on AFL construction unions jumped 
ahead when the U. S, Senate unani- 
mously approved amendments to 
the T-H Act permitting the follow- 
ing practices: 

1, Union and employer qan exe- 
cute a collective bargaining con- 
tract prior to the hiring of em- 
ployes. 

2. They can make labor agree- 
ments which provide for a union 
shop clause. 

3. Such agreements will be al- 
lowed despite any other provision 
of the Taft-Hartley Act or any other 
federal ,state, or territorial law. 

4. “Expedited” elections will be 
provided in which employes covered 
by the type of contract permitted 
under the bill could choose another 
bargaining representative. 

The T-H amendments were 
adopted by the Senate in answer to 
AFL arguments that the mobility 
of the construction industry made 
compliance with T-H representation 
and union shop elections a physical 
impossibility. 

In actual practice, since enact- 
ment of the Taft-Hartley Act, the 
National Labor Relations Board 
had not conducted any representa- 
tion elections in the building in- 
dustry because of the intermittent 
and transitory conditions of con- 
struction work. 

The amendment measure, S$ 1973, 
now goes to the House of Repre- 
sentatives for hearings and possible 
approval, 


Bakers Push Fight 
For Regularizing 
Hours, Conditions - 


William P. Fee, assistant secre- 
tary of the Central Labor Council, 
reported at the meeting Monday 
night that he had been attending 
meetings of Bakers 119 representa- 
tives with both the big factory 
shops’ owners and the retail em- 
ployers. 

Fee said that he'd like to have 
the delegates hear a report on these 
negotiations from Harry Pollard, 
economist with the law office of 
M. O. Tobriner. 

Pollard, who has been sitting In 
on the negotiations said that re- 
cently the price of bread has been 
boosted, increased mechanization 
has cut the number of workers 
hired, and therefore the factory 
shops were plainly in a financial 
position to regularize the hours and 
conditions of the bakers. 

“At present,” said Pollard, “the 
people in this industry work round 
the clock, they can be called at any 
time, their hour of going ‘to work is 
always subject to change, and they 
do not have two consecutive days 
off as other people do.” 

In the case of the retail employ- 
ers, said Pollard, the union seeks a 
health and welfare plan such as al- 
ready prevails in the factory shops, 

While the bargaining is tough, 
the speaker said he was hopeful 
that the union will achieve better 
conditions at the bargaining table

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Coast Employment 
Continues Climbing 


Employment exclusive of agricul- 
ture on the Pacific Coast advanced 
23,000 over February to a total of 
4,660,000 in. March, according to a 
report just issued by Mr. M. D. 
Kossoris, Western Regional Direc- 
tor of U. S. Department of Labor’s 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. Thirty- 
One thousand more were at work 
than in the same month a year ago. 
@ The contrast with the U. S. trend, 
‘which showed no significant change 
from the previous month nor from 
March of last year, is a reflection 
of the more rapid industrial expan- 
sion, and consequent population 
growth, that ha’ been taking place 
on the Coast in recent years. 

All three states showed month-to- 
Month as well as over-the-year in- 
creases. Oregon led with 1.5 per 
cent from February to March; Cali- 
fornia showed the greatest change 
from last year (3.1 per cent) with 
Oregon and Washington at 1.3 per 
cent each. 

‘Biggest over-the-month gains 
were noted in manufacturing, which 
rose over 15,000 from February to 
a total of 1,239,000 in March. Lum- 
ber, machinery, and aircraft produc- 
tion were chiefly responsible for the 
increase.

Theatrical Employes 
Reach Pact Settlement — 


Theatrical Employes Union, Local 
B-82 LA.T.S.E., recently announced 
the completion of negotiations with 
a number of circuit and indepen- 
dent theatre operators in Alameda 
and part of Contra Costa County. 
Approximately 400 Cashiers, Door- 
men, Candy Counter Attendants, 
Matrons, Ushers, Usherettes, Page 
Boys and Porters will be effected. 


The settlement provides for an 
immediate increase of seven and 
one-half cents (74¢) per hour retro- 
active to March 1, 1952, as soon as 
the various payroll departments 
can be activated to make the ad- 
justment, following formal signing 
of the contracts. The agreement is 
for a term of three years, with ad- 
ditional increases provided for at 
the start of the second and third 
years. 

Fox West Coast Theatres were 
the first to return signed copies 
of the agreement, covering 17 East 
Bay theatres. 

Other major exhibitors who have 
agreed to the new terms include 
the United Artists Corporatién, 
Blumenfeld Theatre Circuit, Nassar 
Brothers Theatres and the Golden 
State Theatre Circuit. 

The union was represented by 
President Jack Lubkert and Busi- 
ness Manager Joe Connelly, assist- 
ed by International Representative 
Steve Newman. 

Joint negotiations were conducted 
by Local B-18, San Francisco, B-66, 
Sacramento, and Local B-82, and 
provides the highest wage scales in 
this field of work in the world: 

The settlement followed on the 
heels of repeated. employer resist- 
ance wherein their top offer was 
two and one-half cents (2%c) pre- 
viously. 


February Factory Hiring 
Below Post-War Average 


WASHINGTON (LPA).— Hiring 
of workers in manufacturing in- 
dustries in February eontinued be- 
low the post-war average, the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics reported 
recently. The hiring rate was al- 
most 15 per cent under a year ago. 

Decreased hiring was reported 
not only in many consumer goods 
industries, but also in most de- 
fense related industries. Between 
January and February the hiring 
rate dropped from 44 per 1000 
to 39. 

Factory workers were laid off at 
the rate of 13 per 1000 employes, 
60 per cent higher than in Feb- 
ruary, 1951. Quits were 19 per 
1000, or 10 per cent under a year 
ago. 

The Department of Commerce 
reported unemployment in March 
was the lowest for any March since 
World War II. Those jobless and 
looking for work totaled 1,804,000, 
compared with 2,086,000 in Febru- 
ary and 2,147,000 in March, 1951. 
Those holding jobs totaled 59,- 
714,000. “ 

Work stoppages caused 1,270,000 
man days of idleness in February, 
compared with 1,250,000 in January, 
and a drop of 35 per cent under 


February, 1951.

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Congress Warned WSB ‘Tampering’ Will Cause Strikes 


WASHINGTON (LPA) — WSB 
Chairman Nathan Feinsinger is re- 
ported to have warned Congress 


that “a lot of wage disputes before 
the board would flare into strikes” 
if the Wage Stabilization Board is 
“tampered with” because of its steel 
recommendations. 


Listing cases involving oil, alumi- 
num, aircraft and other key defense 
industries, Feinsinger is said to 
have told a closed-door session of 
a Senate Labor subcommittee that 
if the board is scuttled, “somebody 
other than the board will be re- 
sponsible for strikes—and I think 
immediate strikes—in these vital 
industries.” 


“When word got around that in- 
dustry members of the board were 
thinking of resigning,” he declared, 
“the oil workers demanded to know 
whether they were going to have a 
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board or not; if not, they were pre- 


pared to strike.” 

He said adoption of a proposal 
before the Senate Banking Commit- 
tee to revise WSB “would produce 
chaos.” The proposal by ,Senator 
Everett Dirksen (R., Ill.), would 
take away the board’s power to 
enter disputes, unless invited, and 
would reshuffle the board’s make-up 
to give it enough public members 
to outnumber industry and labor 
members combined.

too much that television, radio, 
motoring and what not are break- 
ing down our culture let us consider 


a dispatch from Chicago which tells 
us that “standing room only” signs 
are being hung out at the Public 
Library these days. 

Men and women work in the 
“Loop” use their lunch hour, ap- 
parently to keep up on art, music, 
gardening and literature. 

They borrow books, look at col- 
lections of Japanese fans, listen to 
concerts, hear talks, all during their 
lunch hours. 

The Library has cooperated and 
has put on noon-hour talks of vari- 
ous kinds. The “Understanding Art” 
series has had to turn people away. 


These noon-hour programs are 
designed for people who are unable, 
for one reason or another, to attend 
evening lectures, and have been so 
popular that they are now in their 
13th season. 


Exhibits are arranged, such as a 
completely planted corner of the 
Forest Preserve with real flowering 
shrubs, a transplanted slum, as well 
as a collection of American his- 
torical documents. 

The director of the Lincoln Zoo, 
the manager of the Chicago Sym- 
phony, a Pulitzer prize poetry win- 
ner, foreign correspondents, and 
various Chicago authors appear on 
the programs from time to time, 

A series on gardening proved to 
be a popular spring program, with 
talks and films on gardening. 

Documentary films from the li- 
brary’s collection “live concerts” by 
local artists, exhibits of painting 
and sculpture by local artists, help 
make this library a true community 
center, 


The fact is libraries are awaken- 
ing to their opportunities. The new 
idea is that a library should be a 
center of culture for the whole com- 
munity, not merely a place where 
books are stored and where you 
may tiptoe in and out occasionally 
to look up a reference or change a 
book. 

Books are only one of numerous 
cultural agencies of a people, Plays, 
pictures, sculpture, music, have 
their appeal and special audience. 
Many people like to read who do 
not care for music, many people 
like pictures who do not care to 
read, many people like pictures, 
music and books as well. 

Therefore, libraries, by expanding 
their facilities a bit can provide cul- 
tural fare for all tastes, and can 
contribute to the education of that 
part of the community not served 
by the public schools. 


This all costs a lot of money, of 
course, and not all communities can 
afford such extensive programs as 
the Chicago library puts on. But 
all libraries, including our East Bay 
libraries, have much more to offer 
than they did a few decades ago. 

If you have got into the habit of 
thinking that a library is merely a 
mausoleum where books are stored, 
visit your local library one of these 
days, and be surprised at what you 
find there. You’ll be a poor stick 
indeed if you don’t find something 
to interest and stimulate you. 


ECONOMY, HE YELLS, 
FOR YOU, NOT ME 


WASHINGTON (LPA) — Repre- 
sentative Ralph W. Gwinn (R., 


N. Y.), one of the biggest shouters 
for “economy” in government, is 
one of the biggest spenders of your 
money, according to a report to the 
House. 

The House folding room is send- 
ing out mail from Congressmen at 
the rate of 170,000 pieces a day, and 
the cost of just folding and putting 
this propaganda in envelopes is 
$20,000 a month. Most of this ma- 
terial is sent out under Congres- 
sional “frank’—which means the 
Congressman does not pay any 
postage. 

Last year the total was 16,392,000 
pieces of such mail. About 145 mem- 
bers did not use the service, 119 
furnished less than 25,000 pieces of 
mail each, but 128 members sent 
25,000 to 100,000 each. 


Union Charged $66,722 


In Suit Under T-H Law 


WATERLOO, Iowa (LPA). — 
Charged with conducting an illegal 
strike, the United Electrical Work- 
ers were ordered to pay $66,722 
damages to the Oliver Corporation 
by a Federal Court here. 

The judgment ina suit brought by 
the farm equipment company under 
the Taft-Hartley law was the max- 
imum allowed by Judge N. Graven 
in his final instructions to the 
jury, in which he said a l5dlay 
walkout early in 1951 violated con- 
tract provisions requiring the union 
to post bulletins notifying workers 
of a strike vote. 

Union attorneys contended the 
company provoked the walkout 
and prepared its plant in advance 
for a strike. They announced they 
would appeal the verdict, which a 
union spokesman said set a prece- 
dent in Iowa’s labor-management 
history. The firm had asked $122,- 
815 for operation costs in stop- 
pages at its Charles City, Iowa, 
plant. 


IAM Machinist Paper Marks 


Successful 6th Anniversary 


WASHINGTON (LPA) — Volume 
I, No. 1 of the Machinist (600,000 
copies) was delivered six years ago 
the first week in April. It went to 
members of the International Asso- 
ciation of Machinists in the U. §S., 
Canada, Alaska, Hawaii and the 
Canal Zone. 

In its April 3, 1952 issue, in an 
editorial entitled “Now, 187,200,000 
Copies Later,” the Machinist asks 
for suggestions on how the paper 
could be further improved. The edi- 
torial concludes: “The Machinist has 
no suggestion on how to improve 
its readers. We think you're won- 
derful.”

CONGRESS OFFERS A LESSON 
IN HOW TO FOOL THE PUBLIC 


AFL News Reporter 


If you hear a Congressman say 
he voted against ‘“wetback” labor, 
ask him if he voted to reduce the 
funds of the Immigration and Na- 
turalization Service. 

When the House of Representa- 
tives recently slashed funds for the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service, it furnished a striking ex- 
ample of how Congress often tries 
to pull the wool over the eyes of 


the voter. 

Last month, Congress passed a 
law aimed at stopping Mexican 
workers (called ‘“wetbacks’” be- 
cause many swim across the Rio 
Grande river) from crossing the 
U. 8S. border without permission, 
taking away the jobs of American 
workingmen and lowering wage 
standards, 

The job of enforcing the law 
against the illegal traffic and the 
employment of ‘“wetback” labor is 
up to the Immigration Service's 
border patrol. 

Following passage of the‘law, the 
House Appropriations Committee 
approved giving the Immigration 
agency the full sum of $43.4 million 
it wanted for “wetback” control. 

But the House weakened the 
measure cutting the funds by more 
than $3 million. It the cut is up- 


held by the Senate, an extra 300 
guards the Immigration Service re- 
quested to patrol 1,800 miles of 
border and to operate an,air lift for 
returning “wethacks” to Mexico 
cannot be hired. 

Thus the House told the people, 
“Yes, we are for ‘wetback’ control.” 
Then it turned around and cut the 
heart out of legislation aimed at 
carrying out that objective.

The one sure result of such piti- 
less publicity is to humiliate unfor- 
tunate people who are having a 
hard enough time keeping their 
self-respect. As Senator Pastore of 
Rhode Island said: 

“Opening the rolls to public in- 
spection would brand little children 
whose parents are on relief. One 
little life is more important to me 
than a million dollars.” 

Pastore is a member of a Senate 
District subcommittee which is con- 
sidering a bill to provide such pub- 
licity in Washington. The bill is 
favored by the other two commit- 
tee members, one of whom is Sena- 
tor Butler of Maryland. 

Butler wasn’t so strong for pub- 
licity when rich and reactionary 
“outsiders” were pouring money 
into Maryland in his election cam- 
paign. Indeed, his campaign man- 
ager was found guilty and fined 
for not reporting some of this 
money as required by a political 
“publicity” law. 
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But, suppose the Butlers, Jenners 
and other hard-hearted members of 
Congress are right, and that relief 
rolls should be made public. At 
least they should be consistent, and 
not insist on secrecy for their own 
incomes. 

After all, a Senator or Congress- 
man who gets big secret payments

looked into this deal, the people 
who elected Redden would never 
have known about this source of 
his income. 

A bill to make public the size and 
sources of the incomes of mem- 
bers of Congress and high govern- 
ment officials has been urged by 
President Truman and proposed in 
Congress. But this measure hasn't 
even “got to first base” in either 
the Senate or House. WHY? 

Have some members something 
to hide? Or are they just too busy 
thinking about publicizing the in- 
comes of poor people on rélief? 

Congress is a great and noble 
institution. It should protect its 
reputation by passing the bill to 
make public the incomes of its 
members.
